Fish, Game Commission Asks 

Rule Changes for '55 Season

i _____

Major recommendations 
changes in the 1955 Fish ; 
Games Laws were made by the' 
State Department of Fish and 
Game to the Commission this 
week, to be studied prior to 
a Feb. 26 final meeting.

Major changes include: 
GAME

Addition of one week to the 
Coastal deer season, with the 
dates Aug. 6 to Sept 18 inclu 
slve.

An elther-sex hunt during the 
final three days of the Sierra 
season for hunters with unused 
"B" tags, in the Counties of 
Glenn, Colusa, Sutler. Yolo, So 
lano, San Joaquin, Sacramento, 
Yuba, Butts, Amador, and Ca 
laveras. and portions of Alpine, 
Eldorado, PlaiMr, Nevada west 
of the Sierra summit. The prc 
posal is contingent on expira 
tlon and non renewal of tlv 
forked horn and female dee 
prohibition of Section 12515 
of the Fish and flame Code and 
on the outcome of a hearing to 
be held In Sacramento on Fcb 
7.

Sierra season dales of Sept. 
24 throngh Oct. 23. Rec 
mended bag limit is two bucks, 
forked horn or better In 

  coastal and northwestern ] 
of the state, and one buck, also 
forked horn or better in the re- 
malnder.

An open season year around 
with no hag limit In Humboldt 
County only was suggested for 
bear hunting.

Archery seasons for bear and 
deer were recommended to In­ 
clude July 23 to Aug. 1 for the 
central and south coastal area; 
Sept. 10 to Sept. 10 for the In 
land season area, and a special 
elthor-sex hunt July 23 through 
Dec. 31 In portions of Los An 
geles County.

A ten day pheasant season 
from Nov. 19 through 28 was 
suggested with a change In (he 
bag limit In the southern part 
of the stale of two birds (cock 
Of hen) per day and ten per 
season. The chukar season was 
extended to coincide with the 
pheasant season, and Orange 
and Los Angeles Counties ad­ 
ded to the open area in the 
recommendation.

Use of shotguns, firing single i 
slug* or buckshot, was recom-I

mended 
bears.

No broad changes

Califi
nia trout season, recommended 
to open on the Saturday near 
May 1. and the late opening 
May 28.

Several local changes included 
year around fishing on Lak. 

.Tahoe, with a bag limit of fivi 
trout or salmon; the Sacramen 
to River open year around fron 
Keswick Dam to Carqulne; 
Bridge, bag limit three trout 01 
salmon; no closed season, bag 
limit of three (rout or salmon, 
in the tidewaters of Mattole, 
Bear, Eel, Elk, Mad, Little Kla- 
math and Smith Rivers and 
Freshwater and RVdwood 
Creeks: all of Humboldt Coun­ 
ty, except lagoons, to open May 
28.

Southern California trout sea­ 
son to open April 16, including 
Santa Barbara, Venture, Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino. and 
all counties south of these.

Added to (he list of lakes on 
which there Is noclosed season, 
with summer trout limit in ef­ 
fect all year, were Keswick 
Reservoir, Isabella Reservoir, 
Phoenix I^ike; Dallas-Warner 
Reservoir, Pine Flat Reservoir 
and Melones Reservoir.

Bag limit on striped bass rec- 
ommended as four fish rather 
(nan 28 pounds and one fish. A 
recommendation that trolling 
for sturgeon be prohibited was 
presented lo the commission. 
Also, the Department recom 
mended o|n'iiijig of several 
streams (o salmon and steel 
head fishing. Including portions 
of Putah, Thomas, Stony and 
Alamc^da Creeks, and additional 
portions of the Napa and San 
Joaquln Rlvern. Also recom 
mended were numerous closures 
of streams and lakes having 
local significance, and the open 
ing of others.

The Department also sug 
gested the outlawing of treble 
hooks larger than 1'i Inches 
between points on specified 
teelhead and salmon waters 
he year around rather than 

only during (he steelhead sea 
son, prohibition of use of carp 
ind goldfish statewide, except 

for carp In the Colorado River,
